NINE MEN MEET 


A TERRIBLE DEATH 


Explonion S«mU Fiery Shower Into Air 


Which Descends Upon 1U Victims, 


Who Are IInrued Beyond Recog- 


nition on Fintform of Cupola. 


I'lTTSBURG, Dec. 19— By an explo- 


sion of gas in the Sioho furnace of Jones 
a,nd Laiighlin on Bnuly street this city. 
:it 0:20 a. m.. ten men were burned to 
death and probably twenty others more 
or less injured. The damage to the plant 
will about to S20.000. The explosion oc- 
curred in one of the big blast furnaces. 
The men were at work «t the top of the 
furnace over 120 feet from the. ground. 
They were employed as fillers and were 
just getting ready to quit work, being 
members of the night ere\v when the gas 
wh'ach acc.iunula.ted in the furnace ex- 
ploded and ton.s of molten metal, cinders 
and slag Avere thrown over the unfortu- 
nate men on top of the structure. 


When the gas let go, a panic ensued 


on the small platform about the top. 
The men made a rush for the* elevator 
but it had gone down and there was no 
escape. To jump meant death -and to 
remain on the. platform was just as cer- 
tain doom. The, tons of molten metal 
and flames fell upon them and burned 
ten men to death. Their bodies dropped 
to the roof of the mill eighty-five feet 
below, every bone broken and an unrec- 
ogni/uible. muss of human flesh. 


\Vhen the dead men were removed the 


injured were then looked after. 
How 


ninny there are is not known at, this 
time. The officials at the Mercy hospit- 
al say that three were received there. 


Thomas Jones and Arthur Young, man- 


agers of the plant, have given out a 
statement that nine men were killed and 
five injured. They say that ordinarily- 
only three men work on top of the fur- 
nace, but this morning one of the heavy 
iron wagons Used in taking up the ores 
to tho furnace got stuck on the summit 
of the structure ami the three men sent 
for assistance. A Jew men went up but 
they could not move the wagon and more 
we.nt up until the number reached four- 
teen. It was while they were, trying to 
get the wagon released that the fatal 
explosion took place- All the men were 
Slavs and Poles. 


Witnesses say it was the most horrible 


.sight they ever 
witnessed. They 
say 


that when the explosion took place there 
was a loud report and the murky sky 
was illuminated with a great sheet of 
flame, showing the men on top of the 
furnace 
running 
about, 
gesticulating 


wildly. Five of the men were blown off 
the top of the furnace and these arc tha 
ones that are still living. , The others 
hung on the railing, until their clothing 
w:us burned oil'. Two 
of the 
victims 


hanging on the outside held on and re- 
mained clinging'to the railing until their 
fingers were burned off. They then fell 
to the roof of the mill dead. Seven of 
the victims were found dead .on the plat- 
form of the cupola.

They rushed front their homes 
and a few minutes after the report had 
sounder throughout Soho thousands of 
people gathered about the furnace. Wo- 
men,

there, and sisters whose brothers were 
in tho plant, formed part of the crowd. 
With tears in their eyes, they waited to 
learn who were the. victims of the catas- 
trophe. Some were fated to hear sad 
news.

There was no p'erson home at the 
time. Mrs. Cu-shell had 
departed for; 


Chicago a few days';-ago to visit with 
friends in the metropolis. Her da\ightcr 
Miss Helen Casbell, whs down town with 
Mrs. W. D. Thompsoli doing Christmas 
shopping and did not4 learn' of the des- 
tructive progres of tiles flames until the 
home was nearly consumed. She' hasten- 
ed home but could render little service. 


'With all possible speed, the .firemen 


worked to check 
the ravages of the 


blaze, but the Are was a stubborn one 
and before they succeeded in getting it 
under control every part of the house be- 
came ignited. 


The supposition' is, the fire was caused 


by the heating stoi e. When Mia.s Cash- 
ell left the house-, nf^l attended ttf the 
stove and never realized that the gas 
caused oy t'he consumption of coal would 
result in an explosion. But'this theory 
is substatiated by the fact that the stove 
when carried from the building showed 
signs of a terrific shaking up. The ex- 
plosion caused quantities of live coals' to 
fall on.the floor. No one being-at home, 
the coals soon, ignited the carpet. In a 
few minutes the partition separating the 
sitting room from the dining room soon 
'caught lire. I'rom here the blaze was 
•communicated to the second Jloor and 
then through the roof. In the meantime 
the blaze appears to', have spread 
to 


every part of the house on the lower 
floor, caused by the inflammable fixtures, 
such as carpets, curtains,' etc. '

Soon after the.firemen arrived, the en- 


tire structure seemed • to' be enveloped 
in flames. As Chief Cape did not care 
to destroy any more property* I han actu- 
ally necessary he used the two chemical 
engines to good advantage and had one 
stream attached to the.fire hydrants. It 
was not long before the flames were un- 
der control, but to totally subdue, them 
was tv difficult task. 


Many volunteers offered their assist- 


ance. As soou us the smoke would en- 
able them men rushed into the house to 
save what furniture they could. The 
piano was carried out in an adjoining 
yard but was scorched and showed bad 
effects of the fire. Chairs, dressers, and 
all kinds of,furniture were deposited in 
the street, but are nearly a total loss.

Thomas MeCabe of Hibernia, was found 
on Middle Mount, N. J., 200 feet beneath 
the surface of the. earth, at the bottom 
of a mine hole. McCabe'had been miss- 
ing for more than a week. John Downs 
was the last man to set MeCabe alive. 
After going to the Rockaway the two 
men started for Hibernia, deciding to go 
over the top of Middle Mount. Downs 
says when about half way over he turn-
